But Conſtantine himſelf was the firſt Emperor that intro- 
duced Chriſtianity among his Subjects, and by Imperial 
Laws eſtabliſh d the Chriſtian Religion, and ſo is emi- 
nently ſaid to have been the firſt Chriſtian Emperor. 
And that Britain was the Place of his Nativity, as well 
as of Helena his Mother, I find no reaſon to doubt of, 
if the Suffrage of ſeveral Credible || Authors may be re- 
lied upon; beſides the later Concurrence of our Great 
Celebrated Antiquaries f Cambdes and the Pri- 
mate. With whom agrees the late Incomparable f Bi- 
ſhop of Worceſter, profoundly skill d in all ſorts of Learn- 
ing, who particularly inſiſts on ſome remarkable Paſſa- 
dre in Eumenius's Oration to Conſtantine the Great, and 
ence concludes that that Emperor was born in Britain.

ſiſted at another Synod in Phrygia, in 358. and at ano- 
ther at Ariminum the Year after. So ſiderable was 
the Preſence and Aſſiſtance of our Britiſh Clergy. We 
have had a King that was in Sacred Orders, and digni- 
fied with the Epiſcopal Character, I mean Ethelwolph 
(eldeſt Son of King Egbert, the firſt ſole Monarch of 
the Saxons) who was Biſhop of Wincheſter, and when 
Egbert died, ſucceeded to the Crown. We have had 
Nine Schoolmen of the Engliſh Nation. Our Mathemati- 
cians and Aſt ronomers exceed thoſe of any fingle Country. 
Of the Four firſt Circumnavigators the World Two. 
were Engliſh Men. We have had more Eminent Phyſi- 
cians and Writers of that Profeflion than any one Na- 
tion (thoꝰ much larger than this) hath produced. Our 
Oracles of Law, whether Imperial, or our own Munici- 
gal, muſt not be omitted here; and of the latter I fore- 
ſee ſome growing up to be the Glory of the Long Robe. 
Our Plileſepbers are Innumerable, and improv'd even to 
a Prodigy. Thoſe of a Puetick Genius among us yield 
ro none of that Faculty in other Countries. And as for 
the Learned Divines, whom we have been bleſs'd with, 
it would be a Diſparagement to compare them either 
with the Popijh or Proteſtant Clergy in Foreign Parts,

And our 
Two Univerſities are not to be match'd with any Ten in 


other place, except perhaps in one only. ' / 
we are Natives of that Country where the Pure Reli- 


gion and Worſhip of God, and of his Son Jeſus Chriſt, 


are moſt eminently rofe(s'd : That his and that Man 
was born in Sion, is reckon'd as an eminent Honour 
and Privilege in Pſal. 87. 4, 1. The Advantages of any 
City or Nation which appertain to Religion, are the 
moll Remarkable; on which account (as well as on 
what was ſaid before) Capernaum was ſaid by our Sa- 
viour to be exalted to Heaven, namely, becauſe he ho- 
nour'd that Place with his Converſe and e 
with his heavenly Admonitions and Inſtructions, wi 

the Offers of Life and Salvation. This is the greateſt 


Bleſſing of any Place; yea, without this the Place is 
accurſed. Wherefore we of this Nation are more ſig- 
nally obliged to eſteem and value, and love our Coun- 


try, where we have the ſingular - Happineſs to be ac- 
uainted with the True Religion inſtituted by Jeſus 
Chriſt, and reformed from the Blemiſhes which it is 
ſoil'd with in ſome other Places. The Ingredients of 
it are not Ignorance and Superſtition, as in the Church 
of Rome: the Holy Scriptures (the Charter of our Sal- 
vation) are not kept from us: We are not enſlaved to 
the Tyranny of a Man who dubs himſelf Infalible, and 
ſets himſelf above all that is called God: we do not truckle 
under his Arbitrary and Cruel Laws, which are enfor- 
ced by Fire and Fagot, by Bloodſhed and Slaughter. 
In brief, we with uncheck'd Freedom enjoy our moſt 
Holy Religion, purg'd 2 Corruptions of the 
Roman Church, and we have all the Helps and Ad- 
vantages conducing to our Everlaſting Welfare: 
2. From the Premiſſes we are taught to maintain, 
and always keep up a juſt Averſion to Rome and France. 


I do not adviſe you co Uncharitableneſs, for our Chri- 
ſtian Principles engage us to pray for the Good and 


Hap- 


ut our greateſt Glory is yet behind, namely, that 
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Happineſs of all Mankind, and even of our proſeſsd 
Enemies: but that which I intend is \ et 
ſhould retain adue Reſentment of the perpetual Deſigns 
and Attempts of the, Papal Powers againſt us, and 
more particularly of that Neighbouring Monarch who 
is always inſulting and injuring Mankind, who hath 
ſpent halfa Century of Years in embaraſling, embroil- 
ing, and confounding the Affairs of Europe, Let us be 
ſenſihly touch'd with his and his Miniſters Treacherous 
Dealings towards us and all Nations that ever they had 
to do wich: and let us abhor ſuch vile and diſhomoura- 
ble Practi Let. us remember what Charges Lewis 
hath put us to by a Twenty Years War, in which time 
above a hundred Millions have been ſpent to carry it 
on, only to check his Ambitio. 

And there are other things, tho' of a meaner kind, 
wherein we ought to be cautious and ſhie: that is, we 
ſhould avoid Aping that Nation in their Vanities and 
Follies, in a fond Affectation of their Modes and Man- 
ners, and we ſhould not break the Laſt Commandmenc 
by coveting theſe our Neighbours Men-Servants and Maids 
Servants, as hath been our uſual Practice. For by 
theſe means we affimilate the Diſpoſitions and Behavi- 
our of the French, and forget our own : We change 
our natural Gravity for the Lightneſs and Airineſs of 
the other, e take up with mere Flouriſh and Compli- 
ment, and entertain one another chiefly with Noiſe and 
Sound; which too apparently diſcoyer the Hollowneſs 
whence they come. In a word, we lay aſide the Sim- 
plicity and Plain- Heartedneſs ot the Oli Engliſh 
4 NM humbly offer this Advice, that, whether 
the-Divine Goodnels ſhall be pleas'd to bleſs us with 
Peace abroad, or think fit to deny us that Bleſſing, our 
Care may be to prevent Wars and Contentionsat home, 
and to maintain a perſect Tranquillity among our ſelves ; 
and to that purpoſe to liſten to Dictates of Moderation, 
to endeavour to heal the Publick Diſtempers, and to 
bind up the Church's Wounds ; leſs otherwiſe we bring 
that Miſchief upon our ſelves by our mutual Diviſions, 


which 


which our foreign Adverſaries deſign againſt us by their open 

Hoſtilities. In ſhort, let us be Enemies to none but thoſe 

who are Friends to the Roman and French Powers, ' 
Ay and laftly. Let us above ill things ſtrive to promote 


real Goodneſs and unfeigned Holineſs in our ſelves and others. 


This, this is the beſt Return we can poſſibly make to the Di- 
vine Goodneſs for the particular Bl this Day, and the 
Others which I have before enumerated. Are we free from 
Paganiſm, and yet ſhall we live as Heatheris ? Are we deli- 
ver'd from the Corrapt Docłrines of Popery, and ſhall we yet 


retain all manner of Impiety, Prophaneneſs and Debauchery - 


in our Practice? Is our Church reformed, and ſhall not our 
Manners beſo too? Are we ridof Arbitrary Government, and 
ſhall we have no Rule over our ſelves, but let looſe the Reins 
to Licentiouſneſs and all Extravagancy ? Have we had many 
Remarkable and Aſtoniſhing Deliverances, Succeſſes and Vi- 
Rories, and ſhall we live as if we were forgetful and inſen- 
ſible of them all? Let me expoſtulate with you as Moſes did 


with the Hraelites e Do ye thus requite the Lord, O fooliſh Pe- 


ple and unwiſe ? Deut. 3 2. 6. Are theſe the Returns which 
you make for all the Favcurs and Kindiieſſes ſhew'd to you? 
And T heartily wiſh that that other Expoſtulation, made uſe 
of by Ezra, ch. 9. v. 13, & 14. may be often thought of by Us 
of this Nation, whoni” God hath fo remarkably deliver d, 
Seeing thou haſt given us ſuch Deliverances as theſe, ſhould mo a+ 
gain break thy Command ment t, and join in affinity with the People 
of theſe Abominatioms, wouldft thou not be angry with us till thou 
haft conſumed us, ſo that there be no Remnant nor eſcaping ? 

Know then that allour Safety and Welfare depends wholly on 
our Behaviour, and I muſt tell you, upon our Preſent Behaviour. 
What you do, you maſt do ſpeedily, for otherwiſe Vice will 
be ſo rooted in Mens Minds, that it will be impoſſible to pluck 
it up. Yea truly, it ſeems to be come to that already; Our 
diſorder'd Lives, our impudent Exteſſes are become Common 
and National, and thereby Habitual and Inveterate. There 
are thoſe among us who boaſt of the Title of Chriſtians, and 


live as if Chriſtianity were a Fiction, and the Evangelical 


oy a Legend, and the Bible a Romance. Satan, Who is 
the God of this World (or to ſtick tothe Old Tranflation,which 
anſwers very well to the Greek, the Gcd of tlie Age) hath ſo 
ſtrangely blinded Mens Minds, and-perverted their Reaſons, 
and depraved their Wills, that the Cauſe of-Jeſus is every 
where neglected, and there is ſcarce any thing of Primitive 
Chriſtianity to be ſeen, and the Life of Godlineſs is vaniſh'd

Turn of our Manners, and by a general Amendment of our 
Lives: as knowing that This will be an unqueſtionable Evi- 
dence of our True Gratitude and Joy. This will be a happy 
Augury of our Future Welfare; and this will be the belt 
Guaranty and Security for the Continuance of our Felicity in 
Church and State, and even the entailing of it upon Us and
